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Our  mighty  alma  mater  was  constructed  in  1911  after  stu¬ 
dents  attended  school  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  McClure 
building  on  Eighth  and  Franklin.  Steady  increase  of  students 
at  A.H.S.  required  more  room,  and  in  1922  Patriot's  Hall 
was  constructed,  this  additional  space  allowing  room  for  the 
manual  training  room  and  a  domestic  science  room  along 
with  the  gymnasium.  With  the  fire  November  29,  1942, 
came  the  destruction  of  our  auditorium  which  had  been  built 
in  1914  to  accommodate  the  activities  of  the  student  body. 
Classes  were  held  in  various  parts  of  town  including  the 


Presbyterian  Church  Annex,  and  Lewis  and  Clark  Junior 
High  School  until  the  high  school  building  was  once  more 
on  its  feet. 

Last  year  one  of  the  columns  in  the  front  was  repaired.  This 
year  the  renovation  of  a  room  in  the  north  part  of  the  build¬ 
ing  made  it  possible  for  the  girls  to  have  their  own  health 
room.  New  facilities  are  being  made  available  for  the  Home 
Economics  classes.  Also  a  dark  room  has  been  set  up  for  the 
benefit  of  students  interested  in  photography.
